Speaking in Washington this week. Dr. 


Martin Luther King Jr., warned metropoli- 
tan areas that "lonely poverty" among 
mHiTity groups can lead to explosive prob- 
lems in the big cities. "There is nothing 
more dangerous." he was quoted as saying 
by the Associated Press, "than 1o develop 
a segment in a communiu thai feels it 
has no stake in it or nothing to lose " 


In Washington earlier in the week, sim- 


ilar sentiment^ were expressed by mem- 


bers of the Johnson 
administration cabinet 
in speaking to some 
55 Xebraskans attend- 
ing the state's First 


District Development Conference sponsored 
by Rep. Clair Callan. Two speakers particu- 
larly set what was the dominant tone of 
that conference. They were Vice Pres. Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey and Sargent Shriver, 
head of the Office of Economic Opportu- 
nity. Humphrey and Shriver are much the 
same in their enthusiasm and approacn, 
the vice president with perhaps just a bit 
more of the common touch. 


Both are in contrast to such a man as 


William Bundy, in charge of Far Eastern 
affairs in the State Department. Bundy 
is equally dedicated but possessed of an 
outward calm, an articulate delivery and 
an educated manner. He is analytical, care- 
ful and p r e c i s e while Shriver and Hum- 
phrey simply lay their cards on the table. 


Humphrey spoke to the Xebraskans in 


terms of the kind of society in which man- 
kind is intended to live. Mankind, he 
said, is not intended to live in poverty, ig-: 
norance or ugliness. Shriver spoke particu- 
larly of poverty since it is the war on pover- 
ty he is charged to administer. 


* 
Shriver spoke of a federally assisted 


job-training program for taxi drivers in 
Chicago. Driver turnover rates were run- 
ning as high as 80 percent, he noted, while 
many people t h e r e remained perman- 
ently unemployed. It was wondered, he 
said, why these unemployed did not secure 
and keep a job as taxi driver. Investiga- 
tion produced the answer. The unemployed 
poor could not write and, therefore, 
could not fill out an application form or 
maintain the daily log of fares that would 
be required for driving a cab. Also, they 
could not drive a cab because they were 
not familiar with their city. They knew 
only the neighborhood in which they were 
born and reared. Within a few blocks of 
their home but still in the city of Chi- 
cago, they would be lost. 


As a result, several thousand of the 


unemployed were enrolled in a job-training 


program in which they were taught to write 
and to know the geography of their city. 
Today, these men are Chicago taxi drivers 
and the taxi driver turnover rate, to the 
delight of the cab companies, has dropped 
to about 20 percent. This was only one ex- 
ample he gave but it demonstrates the 
waste of human resources we have for so 
long countenanced throughout this nation. 
But what concern of ours, you might ask, 
is the plight of humanity in big eastern 
cities? It would be of concern to us if it 
were the only such case that existed but it 
is not. Nebraskans were advised that 
while only one-third of the population of 
the nation lives in rural America, two-thirds 
of the nation's poverty is found there. 


* 
What is to be done about this and 


other aspects of our society that are below 
acceptable levels of human existence9 
One standard of measurement might be 
this. By the time Nebraskans had complet- 
ed the conference, they had been given 
pamphlets and booklets in avalanche form 
explaining the various parts of many fed- 
eral programs. 


It is no exaggeration to say that this 


material weighed a total of at least 10 
pounds. A complete breakdown would show 
the total number of programs to be in the 
hundreds. The omnibus housing tiill alone 
contains some seven or eight titles and 
each title contains a large number of areas 
of available federal assistance. 


There are programs for assistance in 


a wide range of educational pursuits, pro- 


grams for recreation- 
al 
development, 
for 


stream pollution con- 
trol and other health 
measures, 
f o r 
the 


physically and mentally handicapped, for 
utility developments, for small business im- 
provement, for conservation, for electrifica- 
tion, for transportation, for beautification, 
for housing, for research, for hospitals 
and for many other things.

Constitution Stands As Is 


Another crucial point in the matter of 


state legislative apportionment has been 
passed with Senate rejection of a proposed 
constitutional amendment. The proposal, by 
Sen. Everett Dirksen, would have called for 
submission to the states of a constitutional 
amendment permitting apportionment of 
one house of a state legislature on the basis 
of geography and political subdivision. 


The action leaves intact the one-man, 


one-vote ruling of the U.S. Supreme Court. 
This ruling stipulates that both houses of 
any state legislature must be apportioned 
on the basis of population only. 


The question is one which currently 


plagues the Nebraska Legislature. It is pos- 
sible that the Senate action will be a stim- 
ulant to Nebraska senators who might have 


been waiting for the outcome of the Senate 
controversy in the hope that the one-man, 
one-vote ruling would be done away with. 


The ruling still could be scuttled in 


some way at some future time but not in 
time to take care of the current Nebraska 
problem. Nebraska must now face the cer- 
tainty of legislative districts organized on 
the basis of equal strength in population. 
Each legislative district must contain ap- 
proximately the same number of people. 


To achieve this will be no easy task in 


view of state constitutional provisions gov- 
erning the subject, but that it has to be done 
can no longer be questioned. Either it will 
be done or the state will face the very real 
prospect of at-large election of state sena- 
tors and that is an eventuality that none 
should want to face.

Dummy Target Was 
Plot Of Red China 


WASHINGTON - 
When 


newspaper 
headlines 
an- 


nounced the tragic loss of six 
American fighter-bombers in 
a July 27 raid near Hanoi, 
the public did not know that 
these bases were probably 
dummies and that our mili- 
tary c o m m a n d apparent- 
ly had been duped into at- 
tacking them. 


The public also did n o t 


know that special 
anti-air- 


craft guns had almost cer- 
tainly been planted around 
the dummy SAM missiles in 
order to shoot down Ameri- 
can bombers as they flew 
in low. Planes attacking mis- 
sile sites must fly in low in 
order to escape fire from the 
missiles, but when they come 
in low, they are vulnerable 
to old-style, conventional anti- 
aircraft guns. 


The Defense Department, 


following the raid on J u l y 
27, announced the loss of 
three F-105 fighter-bombers 
"through intense convention- 
al fire." Congressional cir- 
cles, however, insisted that 
six planes were lost and lat- 
er the Pentagon admitted 
two other planes had collided 
in mid-air while another was 
shot down on a reconnais- 
sance mission over the mis- 
sile sites.

This ruling stipulates that both houses of 
any state legislature must be apportioned 
on the basis of population only. 
The question is one which currently 
plagues the Nebraska Legislature. It is pos­ 
sible that the Senate action will be a stim­ 
ulant to Nebraska senators w’ho might have 


been waiting for the outcome of the Senate 
controversy in the hope that the one-man, 
one-vote ruling w'ould be done away with. 
The ruling still could be scuttled in 
some way at some future time but not in 
time to take care of the current Nebraska 
problem. Nebraska must now face the cer­ 
tainty of legislative districts organized on 
the basis of equal strength in population. 
Each legislative district must contain ap­ 
proximately the same number of people. 
To achieve this will be no easy task in 
view of state constitutional provisions gov­ 
erning the subject, but that it has to be done 
can no longer be questioned. Either it will 
be done or the state will face the very real 
prospect of at-large election of state sena­ 
tors and that is an eventuality that none 
should want to face.

The United States track team went to 
Russia and took a licking. We do not think 
it was quite as bad as some do. The U..S. 
men’s team lost by 118 points to 112. 
The women did more poorly. They lost 
6 3*2 to 43*2 mainly as the result of a poor 
showing in such beefy events as the shot 
put. 
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Well, so what!* Track leam.s are made 
u]) of a few talented individuals. If they 
win they do not denote national or racial 
physical superiority and if they lose it is 
not a sign that their nation is decadent. 
International track competition would not 
last very long if one nation won all the 
events all the time. 


T h e r e are perhaps a few incidental 
reasons why our team did not prevail. One 
is that they were lacking in winning veter­ 
ans. In this country outstanding proven 
athletes often turn pro. That makes them 
ineligible for am ateur particiation. In Rus­ 
sia the state subsidizes their athletes and 
uses them as long as they can win. That 
is to say, as in f o o t b a l l , a very good 
sophomore team is most apt to lost to a 
very good, slightly older and more experi­ 
enced, senior team. 


The United States is currently labor­ 
ing under an unnecessary handicap, nam e­ 
ly the continuing power struggle and feud 
between the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association

the

Union. This is something we should get rid 
of because it reflects in poorer teams. Jt 
is a fight between two managements, not 
between the athletes.

more Class 1 or 2 school dis- 
tricts into a neighboring Class 
3 district to form a new Class 
3 district. The original district 
would r e t a i n a number of 
functions, but the 
districts 


would act in concert in other 
educational matters. 


Another somewhat similar 


bill, LB452, backed by Has- 
tings interests, was scheduled 
for final reading Thursday 
also, but Sen. Richard D. 
M a r v e l of Hastings, chief 
sponsor, asked that the final 
vote be dealyed so he could 
work on an amendment. 


LB452 calls for the forma- 


tion of federations of school 
districts to achieve somewhat 
the same ends as those sought 
in LB688.

mittee accused Goodyear of 
distributing "right wing" ma- 
terial to its salesmen in its 
campaign against Firestone. 
He also said Goodyear earlier 
had obtained an export license 
to export synthetic rubber to 
Romania, but "suddenly got 
religion and grandly refused 
to t r a f f i c with the red 
heathen." 


In its employe publication, 


"The Wingfoot Clan," Good- 
year said Thursday Fulbright 
"did not have all the facts."

He also said Goodyear earlier 
had obtained an export license 
to export synthetic rubber to 
Romania, but “suddenly g ot 
relig ion and g randly refused 
to t r a f f i c with the red 
heathen.’’

T h e political 
"economic 


managers" at Washington are 
seeking stimuli to try to keep 
business booming. 


They purport not .to be con- 


cerned \v i t li 
recession haz- 
ards, 
b u t 


rather w i t h 
the risk of a 
'•stall" at a 
high level of 
business ac- 
tivity. Specif- 
ically, t h e y 
recognize the 
p o s s i b i 1 i- 
ty that t h e 
Rukeyser 


abnormally high rate of in- 
crease in business volume of 
y/( a year may slough off, 
and the annual increment may 
slump to 3% or even 2%. 


Satisfaction, of course, is 


the ratio between what you 
expect and \vhat you get. 


Even the planners who are 


eager to bull or stimulate the 
economic picture 
recognize 


that the tempo of such fac- 
tors as buying new automo- 
biles may be difficult to sus- 
tain. 


The o f f i c i a l manipula- 


tors according have been ex- 
ploring ways and means of 
a shot in the arm. 


One took the form of the 


excise tax cuts, giving more 
spendable income to the peo- 
ple. 


Second Stimulus 


A second stimulus inheres 


in the fact that some of the 
benefits of the big Medicare 
bill will start September 1st, 
although 
the 
offsetting 
in- 


creases in payroll taxes will 
not take place until 1966. 


A third contingency, not to 


be cynically regarded as a de- 
vice for boosting business, is 
the increasing of U.S. mili- 
tary activity in South Viet 
Nam. Monthly draft calls will 
be doubled, and inevitably 
government spending will be 
accordingly expanded. 


Walter E. Heller, former 


chairman of the Council of 
Economic Advisers, in a re- 
cent speech at Minneapolis, 
expressed the view that an in- 
crease of as much as $3 bil- 
lion a year to meet the South 
Viet Nam situation w o u l d 
not '"heat up" the economy. 
By this, he expressed the opin- 
ion that the newly projected 
increases would not touch off 
a fresh spiral of inflation.

Johnson administration. Cer- 
tainly the net impact of added 
federal spending at this junc- 
ture will be a stimulant rather 
jthan a short term depressant.
